In a collaboration that makes so 
much sense we're amazed it didn't 
happen sooner, Shepherd Fahey's 
Obey have teamed-up with the Keith 
Haring Foundation to produce a rad 
collection. Fahey and Haring have 
the whole 'bringing street art to the 
major galleries of the world 1 thing 
in common, so Obey were given 
access to the Haring archive and 
have created a bucket load of killer 
gamis for both gents and 
gent-ettes. 

Haring started 
out by doing 
awesome 
chalk 


drawings in the subways and streets 
of New York in the late 70s, and 
continued his art until his tragically 
early death in 1990. 

There's a LOT in this collection - 
some crazy quality puE-over hoods, 
a fuck-ton of vests featuring Haring 
illustrations and a sick reimagining 
of the Andre The Giant Obey logo. 

What we really like is the jacket - 
Haring wore a BDU military jacket 
whilst painting, which Obey 
have re-created in a way 
that works whatever 
your genitals. 

It's all in the 
shops now. 
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Haring's style of pop art helped him 
become one of the most recognisable 
artists in modern history. He was 
mates with Warhol, Madonna and 
Basquiat, and went from the streets of 
New York to the biggest galleries in the 
world, breaking down the boundaries 
of what was considered high and low 
art. Sadly Haring died in 1990 of an 
AIDS related illness at the age of 31. 

The Keith Haring Foundation preserves 
his work and helps children with AIDS.

OH? HOW DID THAT GO? 

We're on good terms, I suppose. She 
criticised me for wearing leather pants 
though I remember the first time I 
met her she told me 1 didn't smell as 
bad as r looked like 1 would. 

PETA GAVE YOU A BUNCH OF SHIT 
FOR WEARING LEATHER PANTS AS 
WELL, RIGHT? 

No, I said Dita, 

OH, YES, THAT’S FUNNY BECAUSE 
THEY RHYME.*, 

[Laughs] Yeah, that PETA thing started 
hack when they said I killed a chicken 
on stage in Dallas, which is not true. 

In fact, the chickens probably went on 


to become hied chicken or something, 
I remember at the time, this was 
probably 1994,1 told an activist girl, 

"If you don't stop telling me I Idled 
chickens on stage, I'm gonna start 
Idling animals in the privacy of my 
own house and not tel anyone about 
it, so fuck off". But I have a cat, so I 
don't kill animals, 

AND YOU TAKE YOUR CAT ON TOUR 
WITH YOU, RIGHT? 

I do, but she didn't come to Europe 
with me because of the quarantine 
rules and stuff. Her name's Lilly White. 

WHEN YOU DO TAKE HER, DOES SHE 
HAVE HER OWN RIDER? 

Obviously I'd ask for a litter box, but 
I have always had a litter box on my 
rider anyways, 

WHAT? WHY? 

When we started playing dub shows, 
sometimes the bathroom would be 
out past the crowd so I'd just use the 


litter box in the dressing room and 
push it outside the door, That's a true 
story. You gotta do what you gotta do, 

OH. OH DEAR. HEY t YOU LIVED 
ABOVE A LIQUOR STORE DURING

It kinds worked out the opposite 
way but by no means would I want 
to come across as someone sober or 
mature in any way, I started living 
alone for the first time when I moved 
in there actually, because I went from 
living with my parents to going on 
tour, to living with Twiggy, to three 
long relationships, So I left myself 
in a place where I put everything 
I owned in storage except for my 
books, movies, paints and guitars, 
and had no choice but to start getting

focused on whatever T put my mind 
to. If I focus on working I don't really 
have time to drift off into sadness or 
anger. The biggest lesson I've learned 
over the years is quite simple: do 
drugs and drink when you 're in a 
good mood, and don't do them when 
you're in a bad mood, 
you've got your own absinthe 

COMPANY AS WELL, CALLED 
MANSDfTHE. IS THE WHOLE 
HALLUCINATIONS THING A LOAD 
OF SHIT OR DOES IT HAPPEN? 

The one big thing about absinthe is 
that it's not like alcohol, which makes 
you tired. Absinthe is like rocket fuel. 
If you don't go to sleep, which is one 
good way to avoid a hangover, you 
start to see spots. That's the thing I 
get from absinthe; fll get light flares 
out of the comers of my eyes. It's hard 
to tell what hallucinations are when 
you have a fragmented and confused 
mind. Also, my house is very dark so I 
can't see shit anyway. Sometimes you 
forget who you're having sex with, 
but that's not hallucinations, that's 
just bad judgment 
WHEN YOU MOVED INTO THE 
APARTMENT, HOW DID THE 
LIQUOR STORE REACT? 

They don't realty know I'm there 
and people don't really bother me. 
Obviously the more I talk about it 
the more fucked Ill get and Ill have 
to move. But it's very much hiding 
in plain sight, and it's a very zombie- 
proof place. The doors are these big 
steel things. The Gay Pride Parade 
went just outside my place recently, I 
think it was Halloween or something, 
and a bunch of people were pounding 
on my door and running away. I 
opened up the door with a 9mm 
gun down the back of my pants. It 
wasn't loaded because obviously I 
didn't want to shoot my asshole off. 
This guy was standing there wearing 
a SWAT uniform. I'd pulled this gun 
out and I thought, “Oh shit”, I said, 

"Is that a fucking uniform or is that 
a costume?”. He said "It's a costume!" 
and I told him "Get the fuck out of 
here or Ill fucking shoot you". So that 
was about the only encounter I've 
had there, but I don't think they knew 
who I was when they were pounding 
on the door. They were being 
rambunctious, it wasn't someone who 
knew I lived there. 

IS GETTING RECOGNISED A PAIN 
IN THE ASS? CAN YOU EVER GO 
ANYWHERE INCOGNITO, OR ARE 
YOU RESIGNED TO THE FACT THAT 
YOU'LL BE SPOTTED WHEREVER 
YOU GO? 

I try to [go incognito], I even wore 
a complete disguise on the street 
once, with a bald cap and everything. 


These young Mexican girls came 
up to me and were like “Marilyn 
Mansonr and I'm like "No, no. I'm 
not me! How the fuck do you know 
and how dare you think I look like 
this?" In Hollywood, people are used 
to seeing people around, so there's 
a couple of different ways I do it 
over there. I go out in certain places 
sometimes that I feel safe in. Like 
the Chateau Marmont, which is the 
historical place to go and it's the place 
where I've met most of my good, 
and bad, important relationships 
over the years. Y'know, Hunter S 
Thompson, Johnny Depp, and also 
failed relationships like Ivan Rachels 
Woods -1 put extra s's on the end just 
to be a dick, People don't come up to 
you and fuck with you there. I once 
went to rehab about 10 years ago and 
got asked for my autograph. You're 
supposed to be fucking anonymous in 
rehab, I think Alcoholics Anonymous 
should just wear ski masks and get 
shit-hammered. That's anonymous 
motherfuckers! That's just one 
idea f ve got. Other than that, in 
Hollywood people tend not to bother 
you, but there's always TMZ. Besides 
Hollywood, London is the most 
paparazzi-crazy place. Now I just pose 
and start making interesting faces, 
OBVIOUSLY, THERE WAS A PERIOD 
OF TIME WHERE YOU WOULD BE 
BLAMED FOR EVERY BAD THING 
THAT HAPPENED TO THE WORLD, 
AROUND COLUMBINE. DID LITTLE 
OLD LADIES RECOGNISE YOU AND 
HIT YOU WITH THEIR HANDBAGS? 
It's strange getting dirty looks for 
something I didn't do. What I've 
always been mystified by is that if 
people think I make music that causes 
violence, why aren't they worried 
about what I actually do? Have you 
seen the video of the Montreal murder 




with an ice pick? The guy that filmed 
the murder and put it online? 

EK, NOPE. 

So this guy claimed to be a gay pom 
star. He's like the new Jeffrey Dahmer. 
He played the New Order song Bizarre 
Love Triangle to scenes of him literally 
cutting this guy apart, playing with 
his head, jacking him off with a 
severed amt, and put it on YouTube. 

He sent body parts to different places. 
One io a high school, one to Canadian 
parliament, and one to himself. The 
head is still missing.

Morning Breath is two guys with 
one common goal - trying to make 
it happen. We work out of a studio 
in Brooklyn, where we do both 
commercial projects and personal 
artwork. We met while working as 
the in-house graphics department 
fox a skateboard company, and 
started collaborating there. That 
was 1996. Fast-forward to 2012, and 
we're still trying to push our work to 
the next level. We don't know where 
this road is taking us, but we're 
keeping our feet on the gas. 

WHAT INSPIRES YOU? 

We're inspired by good design, bad 
design, foreign places, illustration, 
silkscreen, music, movies, 

1971, nostalgia, printed matter, 
typography, the ephemeral, booze, 
good food, the ocean, the city, 
friends, our families, and so on,.. 
WHAT ARE YOUR PREFERRED 


MEDIUMS TO WORK WITH? 

We prefer to work with silkscreen 
and acrylic on wood or paper. Most 
of our illustrations are done with 
ink on paper. We do a good portion 
of our work by hand, but eventually 
it ends up digital, especially for more 
commercial projects, for things that 
are directly graphic, we tend to stick 
with Illustrator, you cant beat it. 
WHO DO YOU LOOK UP TO? 

There are so many artists from 
so many different areas and eras. 
Warhol, Lichtenstein, Rauschenberg, 
Ed Fella, Robert Crumb, Vaughn 
Bode, Charles Burns, Robert 
Williams, Ed Ruscha, Chuck Close, 
Frank Frazetta, Daniel Clowes, to 
name a few. But the real gems for 
us are the anonymous illustrators/ 
designers whose strange and 
often discarded work graced the 
ad sections in magazines of the 
40s‘70s, and the artists that created 


packaging for old school novelties. If 
we only knew their names. 

YOU’VE WORKED TOGETHER AGES* 
HOW DOES IT WORK? HOW DO YOU 
NOT DRIVE EACH OTHER MENTAL? 

We have our rhythm, our method. 
We each have our skill sets, but we 
combine them in a seamless way. 

DO YOU HAVE ANY DREAM 
CLIENTS? 

One that brings something to the 
table in terms of ideas, not one that 
says they’ll know what they want 
when they see it. One that pays 
extremely well and unconditionally 
respects our decisions.

They 
asked us if we'd like to drive 
a humongously fast Nissan 
Skyline R34 from Gothenburg, 
Sweden to Oslo, Norway, as part 
of their Road To Gateb il roadtrip.

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HI BEN SKINNER, HOW'S YOUR 
SUMMER IN CORNWALL BEEN? 

Pretty busy actually. I'm doing all 
the shaping for my own surfboard 
company [Skindog Surfboards] right 
now. This year's contests have been 
loads of fun but to be honest, we've 
probably had the worst swell I've 
ever known here, 

KINDA COMES WITH THE 
TERRITORY OF SURFING EN 
ENGLAND THOUGH, RIGHT? 
Absolutely but I am really trying to 
attack the waves in England that 
haven't been surfed yet. They're still 
out there. It's kind of what I want to 
be doing - taking my longboard to 
those waves and putting myself up 
to the challenge. We did an amazing 
trip to Scotland a few weeks back 
that really paid off, we got some 
fantastic waves, 

WHERE WAS THAT? 

That was, ex, I can't re ally tell you. 
My brother-in-law found it. Nobody 
knows where it is but it's probably 
one of the best waves I've surfed 
in my life. It took us 25 hours to 
drive up there, but we had perfect 
conditions. If was just me, my 
brother-in-law and another good 
friend of ours. A few weeks before, 
we did the same drive and it was no 
good when we got there, we stayed 
for a bit then drove back. But that's 
the sort of thing we've had to do this 
year to find the waves. 



IS THAT TAKING UP All YOUR 
TIME AT THE MOMENT? 

That and being a Dad, I'm surfing 
and skateboarding with my kids all 
the time. My four-year-old, tucas, is 
dropping in off like ten-foot quarter- 
pipes and half-pipes, fully ripping in 
the park. He's just totally mad. He's 
surfing as well, only little waves 
but going left and right and trying 
to do turns. That gives me so much 
energy at the moment. When I'm 
not competing or working, I want to 
try and take him to the park or take 
him surfing. 

NOT LIKE WHEN WE WERE FOUR. 
JAMMING SANDWICHES IN THE 
VHS MACHINE AND EATING FLIES.., 

[Laughs] Yeah, he's got his 
backwards cap on going, “Yo Dad, 
can we go skating?" "Yeah of course 
you can son! Let's go!". It's really not 
a had thing, is it? 

YOU'VE SURFED SINCE YOU WERE 
A LITTLE KID, WON 16 BRITISH 
TITLES, A LOAD OF EUROPEAN 
ONES AND YOU’RE 11TH ON 
THE WORLD LONGBOARD TOUR 
RATINGS. THERE MUST HAVE 
A LOAD OF PLACES YOU’VE BEEN 
ALONG THE WAY, WHERE YOU’VE 
SAID “FUCK, THIS IS INCREDIBLE” 
Absolutely. There are lots of places 
that you just wouldn't think of 
going to under other 
Like, I probably wouldn't go to 
Senegal for a holiday, but on our 


trip there, the culture that f experienced 
was amazing. One place that really 
does stand out is the Galapagos Islands. 

FUUUCK, ATTENBOROUGH COUNTRY, 
THAT MUST’VE BEEN COOL AS SHIT. 

Yup, unbelievable. The wildlife was 
everywhere, and it's quite full-on 
surfing over there when you know 
what's around. Like, you've just been 
diving with hammerheads and then 
you're going surfing off this reef with 
a few of y our mates. That's a little bit 
eerie. But I absolutely loved it. 

IS THERE ANYWHERE THAT REALLY 
SHITS YOU UP, WHERE YOU GO “AH, I 
MAY SIT THIS ONE OUT”? 

Yeah, Teahupoo in Tahiti is the big 
one, but there are a lot of places in 
Ireland where the big wave scene has 
gone berserk, too. There's a spot called 
Ai le en'STJh the coast of Moher, I®* 
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which has these insane 1000-foot 
cliffs around it. It's so intimidating. 
There's no access for five miles, apart 
from a fucking goat track down the 
cliffs. That place does shit me up and 
next time I decide to go back there, 
it'll be a long decision. 

THE BACK OF YOUR WETSUIT WILL 
HAVE TO BE MADE OF STRONG 
STUFF TO JUMP IN THERE. 

[Laughs] Yeah that's it-1 think I'd 
need one of those ones that inflate 
up massively. 

WE’RE GUESSING YOU NEEDED 
THAT THE FIRST TIME YOU SURFED 

THE CRIBBAR, TOO. EXPLAIN TO 
US WHAT THAT B. 

The Cribbar is basically our only 
big wave spot in Cornwall It's off 
Fistral beach where the headland 
carries out to sea quite far under 
the surface. So when the waves 
come in they hit this big submerged 
headland and just jack up, which is 
what you need to make a big wave 
spot. It’s not the best wave in the 
world at all, but we don’t have many 
spots that pick up that magnitude 
of swell and make waves that big. 

It’s a special place for me and a lot 
of people that live here, even just 
to watch it when you see it break. 

It doesn’t happen very often but 
when it does, it’s a powerful wave. I 
absolutely lo ve it out there. 

DO YOU REMEMBER TUI FIRST 



TIME YOU PADDLED OUT TO IT? 

Yeah, I think I was 17, but at that 
time in my life I was less calculated. 

I didn't really think about it. I just 
paddled out there with the boys. 
Obviously I was nervous and a bit 
scared but all that very quickly turns 
into adrenaline and then you just 
start rushing. All the buzz comes 
to you, all the boys are buzzing at 
the same time, so it's a really good 
feeling. I remember absolutely 
loving it. But if you're on your own 
out there, it's a totally different 
story. I honestly believe that one 
day, that wave is going to produce 
something massive and I want to be 
there to surf it. I saw 
it when I was about 13, 
absolutely massive and 
perfect, Tve never seen 
it like that since but it'll 
happen again. 

FINALLY* YOUR

Alfred E Neuman, the 
grinning, gap-toothed idiot on 
nearly every cover of MAD, has 
become a beloved American icon 
despite rarely ever showing up in 
the magazine itself His appearances 
are limited to the exterior and a 
quote on the contents page. On the 
covers though, he's appeared as 
everyone from King Kong to Justin 
Bieber, via Jabba The Hutt and the 
baby from the Nevermind album 
art. His catchphrase became truly 
enormous - Hendrix introduced 
his Woodstock set with the words 
"What, me worry?". Barack Obama, 
the most powerful man in the world, 
once described himself as having 
"the politics of [former Presidential 
candidate] Alfred E Smith and the 
ears of Alfred E Neuman". 


Most magazines (even FRONT) 
feature dead space in the margins. 
At MAD they decided to make 
them more interesting by getting 
Sergio Aragones (owner of a badass 
moustache and known as the 
fastest cartoonist in the world) to 
doodle in them. He's 
only missed one issue 
since 1963, when the 
Post Office lost his 
mail. The marginals 
on this FRONT article 
are by our buddy 
JackTeagle and Viz 
editor Graham Dury 
as a sort of fun-ass 
tribute.

MAD founder Bill Gaines was the 
son of Max Gaines, who had been 
instrumental in the success of Action 
Comics in the 1930s, before setting 
up his own company Educational 
Comics (EC). After Max's death, Bill 
took over and started publishing 
romance, then horror comics. These 


comics, including Tales From The 
Crypt and Weird Science, were highly 
successful but stimulated the setting¬ 
up of the Comics Code Authority, 
essentially a censorship board. The 
two-year-old MAD responded to this 
by transforming from a comic into a 
magazine. Got around that then.

Antonio Prohias's Spy Vs Spy strip 
was a wordless saga of two spies 
who trap, shoot and blow each 
other up using good old-fashioned 
spherical bombs with "BOMB" 
written on them.

Before the switch to magazine 
format, founding editor Harvey 
Kurtzman produced the majority 
of the magazine. After the switch, 
freelancers known as “the usual 
gang of idiots" came in and made 
the magazine their own. Regular 
readers of MAD learned to look out 
for certain names on features - if 
Dick DeBartolo had written a Mort 
Dmcker-illustrated film spoof, you 
knew if was going to be good. 

One of their strangest but best¬ 
loved contributors was Don Martin, 
known for his incredibly unusual 
way of drawing feet and ridiculous 
sound effects - like Wonder Woman 
undoing her bra while soundtracked 
with “Snap ploobadoof'. Both loved 
and hated, was Dave Berg's The 
Lighter Side Of..*, along-running, 
severely inoffensive feature which 
starred probably the worst-dressed 
characters ever drawn.

Bury, creator of the Fat Slags, tells 
us “MAD magazine had a massive 
influence on me as a kid. The two 
blokes on earth I'd most like to 
get stuck in a lift with are Don 
Martin and Sergio Aragones, so 
long as they had a stack of paper 
and some pens. I loved Martin's 
characters with their fantastic strut 
and shoes that flopped over at the 
end, and Aragones's scribblings 
were probably the best bit of the 
magazine.

(not that one), Wild, Riot, Bughouse, 
Eh, Unsane, Get Lost and Panic, all 
bit the dust pretty quick.
